Pardons 


F, C. NEILSON—Cascade County; grand larceny; sentenced September 
14, 1917; six to twelve years. A pardon was granted to prevent deportation

of this man. He served his full time in the State Prison. Has become a 
substantial resident of Portland Oregon, and has raised a family of three 
children. Pardon recommended by officials and many citizens of Portland. 
Pardon granted April 9, 1937. 


HAROLD W. ANDERSON—Gallatin County; receiving stolen property; 
six months in jail; December 19, 1936. Doctor’s reports that this young man 
was gravely ill and in danger of death necessitated his removal from jail 
so that he could obtain better care in order to save his life. Many promi- 
nent citizens and county officials recommended the pardon, which was 
granted May 5, 19387. 


THOMAS J. RILEY—Silver Bow County; murder; sentenced to life; 
May 23, 1898. Many friends of this man petitioned me to grant executive 
clemency. Riley was in a very bad physical condition and at best had but a 
few years of life remaining. No objections were offered by any of the 
officials or citizens. Pardon granted August 7, 1937. 


FREDERICK A. PRIME—Silver Bow County; attempted rape; sen- 
tenced to one year; July 16, 1915. This man served his full time and since his 
release has made a place for himself in business and fraternal life. Many 
substantial citizens of Silver Bow County presented affidavits in this man’s 
behalf. Pardon granted to prevent deportation, October 28, 1937. 


WALLACE CANTRELL—Roosevelt County; assault in the first degree; 
sentenced to ten years; July 25, 1934. This young man is a ward of the Fort 
Peck Indian Reservation. The Superintendent of the Reservation offered 
to act as Cantrell’s guardian upon his release. All officials recommended 
clemency. Behavior and attitude during his imprisonment proved that 


further incarceration was unnecessary. Conditional pardon granted October 
27, 1937. 


BERNARD WHITE—Big Horn County; forgery, two counts; two years 
and one year, concurrent; November 16, 1936. This boy was subject to de- 
portation to Scotland where he had neither relatives nor friends. Had served 
his full sentence. State Juvenile Commissioner of North Dakota intervened 
in his behalf and offered to act as his guardian until he had reached ma- 
jority. No objections by any officials. Pardon granted January 12, 1938. 


ARTHUR COOPER—Cascade County; grand larceny; sentenced to one 

to two years; August 16, 1987. Cooper served his full time. Has been a 

resident of Washington since his release. Is endeavoring to secure United 

States citizenship. Pardon necessary before final papers can be granted. 

ee nended by many substantial citizens. Pardon granted September 22, 
938. 


EMMETT SHANDY—Powell County; grand larceny; seven years; No- 
vember 19, 1937. During subsequent trial in this same case it developed 
that no crime was committed, therefore a pardon was necessary to free 
this man who was serving sentence for a crime which was legally never 
committed. Pardon granted October 20, 1938. 


WILLIAM LEFORE—Lewis and Clark County; robbery; sentenced to 
nine years; May 28, 1934. Served full term. Recommended by many citi- 
zens of his home community. Subject to deportation to Canada. Pardoned 
December 9, 1938. 


PERFECTO HIGUERA—Yellowstone County; forgery; November 1, 
1938; sentenced to two years. In extremely serious condition because of 
tuberculosis and syphilis. Prison had no facilities for isolation. Great dan- 
ger of infecting the entire prison population. Pardoned December 9, 1938. 


Commutations 


DONALD 8. GREEN—Fergus County; robbery; sentenced to ten years; 
April 5, 1936. Sentence first reduced by Governor Holt to five years

because of mitigating circumstances. This boy’s character and recommend- 
ations from officials and citizens caused me to further reduce the sentence 
so that he could be released on parole in care of his father. Sentence 
commuted to three and one-half years, January 5, 19387. 


JOHN A. FOX—Phillips County; murder, second degree; ten to twenty 
years; March 1, 1928. Fox was 75 years old; had served over nine years of 
his sentence. Circumstances surrounding his crime and his behavior while 
imprisoned were such that time served was thought to be sufficient. 
Widely recommended by citizens of his locality. Sentence commuted to 
fifteen years, April 28, 1937. 


HENRY C. HEDRICK—Lake County; rape; sentenced to ninety-nine 
years; October 10, 1985. Doctor’s report and subsequent investigation of 
facts surrounding case proved that proper charge should have been lewd and 
lascivious acts and not rape. Sentence greatly excessive for actual crime 
committed. Commuted to four years, April 28, 1937. 


HAROLD B. MITCHELL—Meagher County; burglary, first degree; 
sentenced to four years; December 6, 1984. Due to number of recommenda- 
tions from citizens of county and intervention of prosecuting attorney and 
sheriff; and the great need of his family, sentence commuted to three years 
August 2, 19387. 


JOE MANOS—Fergus County; murder, second degree; sentenced to 
twenty years; March 26, 1982. Mitigating circumstances in crime made 
sentence excessive. Clemency recommended by citizens and county officials. 
Sentence commuted to ten years, August 7, 19387. 


FRANK GAVARD—Lewis and Clark County; assault, first degree; 
sentenced to five years; December 26, 1935. Facts in case bear out con- 
tention that there was some justification in his act. Clemency recommended 
by prosecuting attorney and deputy. Sentence commuted to three and one- 
half years, October 1, 1937. 


WALTER LUTZ—Yellowstone County; robbery; sentenced to ten years; 
September 4, 1934. Strongly recommended by prison officials. Personal 
observation of him led to favorable opinion. Trusty at prison for many 
months with comparative freedom; made no attempt to escape. Sentence 
commuted to five years, October 29, 1937. 


CLAIRE NELSON—Daniels County; grand larceny; sentenced to three 
years; November 19, 1936. Prisoner’s changed mental attitude toward 
society, realization of his obligations to his family and behavior while im- 
prisoned led to belief that time served was sufficient. Sentence commuted 
to one year, October 30, 1937. 


HAROLD A. SAYER—Prairie County; arson, first degree; sentenced 
to two and one-half years March 22, 1987. Judge and prosecuting attorney 
earnestly recommend clemency because they feel minimum sentence is 
excessive in this case. Sentence commuted to one and one-half years, De- 
cember 8, 1937. 


ALECK STEINMETZ—Big Horn County; manslaughter; sentenced to 
five years; November 12, 1936. Investigation of facts surrounding case 
point to self defense. No objections offered by authorities or citizens. 
Sentence commuted to two years, December 18, 1987. 


JAMES FARNUM—Park County; murder; sentenced to life; November 
25, 1928. Information received subsequent to conviction led judge and other 
officials connected with the case to petition me for clemency for this man. 
Sentence commuted to eighteen years, December 13, 1937. 


JACK O’CONNOR—Yellowstone County; burglary; sentenced to ten 
years; July 1, 1935. Recommendation of Judge and prosecuting attorney 
Be clemency, sentence excessive. Commuted to five years, December 15, 

Ts 
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JAMES COOPER—Yellowstone County; sale of narcotics; sentenced to 
five years and fined $1000.00, October 18, 1935. Judge and prosecuting 
attorney recommended commutation and remission of fine because they felt 
that minimum sentence was excessive. Commuted four years December 15, 
1937. 


BRYANT BARKER—Deer Lodge County; rape; sentenced to seven 
years; April 10, 1935. Sentence excessive in view of facts surrounding 
ease. Officials and reputable citizens of community in favor of commuta- 
tion. Sentence commuted to five and one-half years, January 31, 1938. 


GILBERT SEMMENS—Gallatin County; grand larceny; sentenced to 
two years; December 21, 1986. In view of reasonable doubt regarding this 
young man’s guilt, Acting Governor Hugh Adair commuted his sentence 
to sixteen months, February 24, 1988. Public sentiment favorable to this 
action in both Gallatin County and Silver Bow County, home of Semmens. 


J. A. ROSS—Beaverhead County; burglary, first degree; sentenced to 
five years; March 21, 1936. All officials in connection with the case favor- 
able to commutation. Partner in the crime received only three years when 
equally as guilty as Ross. Family in very difficult circumstances. Sen- 
tence commuted to three years and ten months, March 22, 1938. 


VAUDIE MOODY—Valley County; robbery; sentenced to five years; 
June 12, 1936. Commutation especially recommended by warden because 
of his exemplary behavior and character. Sentence commuted to three years 
and nine months. March 21, 1938. 


CLAUD SPECK—Cascade County; manslaughter; sentenced to ten 
years; November 26, 1934. Fine behavior while imprisoned and previous 
good character. Time served sufficient. Excellent chance for rehabilitation. 
Sentence commuted to eight years, May 28, 1938. 


CLARENCE MYHRE—Fallon County; rape; sentenced to fifty years; 
November 18, 1932. Sentence excessive. Recommended by great many 
residents of his community. Excellent character before imprisonment and 
very good behavior during incarceration. No objections to clemency. 
Sentence commuted to eleven years, May 28, 1938. 


EDITH HOFFMAN MARSH—Toole County; robbery; three years; 
November 13, 1987. County officials interceded in her behalf because of 
the fact that she was about to become a mother. Time served accomplished 
end of full sentence. Commuted to one year, June 4, 1938. 


ED STEFFES—Wheatland County; grand larceny; sentenced to six 
years; September 9, 1936. Judge, prosecuting attorney, sheriff and warden 
interceded in his behalf; sentence excessive. Very good name prior to 
imprisonment and excellent behavior while imprisoned. Sentence commuted 
to three and one-half years, June 18, 1988. 


MARVIN JOHNSON—Valley County; attempt to commit rape; sen- 
tenced to ten years; July 11, 1935. Proper charge is assault and not 
attempted rape, therefore sentence is excessive. Recommended by both 
officials and residents of community. Sentence commuted to seven years, 
August 25, 1938. 


LLOYD KURTH—Cascade County; embezzlement; sentenced to five 
years; April 28, 1936. Recommended by many citizens of Great Falls, offi- 
cials have no objections. Family in destitute condition. Time served has 
accomplished purpose of conviction. Sentence commuted to two years, 
August 24, 1938. 


CHARLES HILDERMAN—Big Horn County; grand larceny; sentenced 
to three years and sentence suspended. Probation revoked April 12, 1938. 
Judge very strongly recommended commutation of this man’s sentence 
because of the facts surrounding the case. Sentence commuted to one 
years, September 20, 1938. 
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CHARLES JAMES—Sweet Grass County; murder, first degree; sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment; December 17, 1930. Facts surrounding crime 
point to murder in the second degree instead of murder in the first degree. 
This opinion also concurred in by judge who recommended commutation. 
Sentence commuted to twenty-one years, October 24, 1938. 


WILSON TRUSLER—Rosebud County; assault in third degree; sen- 
tenced to ninety days in jail and fined $250.00; December 6, 1938. Charged 
as result of saloon brawl. No injuries to either party and no damage done. 
Needed at home to salvage ranch from creditors. Sentence excessive. 
Commuted to 45 days. December 24, 1938. 


ROY HENDRICKSON—ASilver Bow County; murder, first degree; sen- 
tenced to life; December 6, 1930. All county officials, including judge and 
prosecuting attorney, recommended clemency. Many prominent citizens and 
state officials recommended release. Sentence excessive. Commuted to 
twenty years and six months, December 8, 1938. 


JOE GORETTI—Madison County; murder, first degree; sentenced to 
life; June 30, 1926. Had served twelve and one-half years of his sentence. 
Excellent prison record. Had employment if released. No objections. 
Sentence commuted to thirty years and three months, December 9, 1938. 


PAUL SWISHER—Cascade County; murder second degree; twenty-five 
years; December 14, 1929. Circumstances surrounding case extenuating. 
Crime took place during drunken fight and witnesses very unreliable. No 
objections by county officials. Sentence commuted to fifteen years and 
nine months, December 20, 1938. 


VERNON HICKSON—Yellowstone County; grand larceny; sentenced 
to four years; March 3, 1938. First conviction. Full restitution made. 
Would probably lose entire livelihood of himself and family if not released. 
Better to release while opportunity remained for immediate gainful em- 


ployment. Sentence commuted to one year and ten months, December 31, 
1938.

SENATE MEMORIAL NO. 3 
TOUCHING ON THE LIFE AND PASSING OF 
SENATOR JOHN T. SPENCER 


Former Senate, John T. Spencer, passed from this life, December 14, 
A. D. 1987, at Billings, Montana. 


It is altogether fitting and proper that there be placed of record in 
the State Senate of the Twenty-sixth Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana, something of the life and accomplishments of our late Senator. 


He was born September’ 18, 1875, at Sheboygan, Wisconsin. His 
father was born in Norway and his mother in England. When John T. 
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Spencer was an infant his father died. His mother died in the year 1889. 
He was the adopted son of his mother’s brother, Samuel Spencer. 


Senator Spencer attended public schools until he was seventeen. There- 
after he worked in a chair factory and then went to work as a printer and 
in the late nineties became the owner of a printing plant in Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin. He then traveled’for five years in Minnesota and North Dakota 
as a representative for a furniture manufacturing company. 


On June 11, 1908, at Butte, Montana, he was married to Miss Mary J. 
Pelletier, daughter of Paul and Annie E. Pelletier. 


In 1905 he came to Missoula, Montana, and was sent to Thompson 
Falls where he started the “Sanders County Ledger” for the Missoulian 
Company in 1906, when Sanders County was established. After placing 
the Journal on a firm basis Senator Spencer went to Sand Point, Idaho, 
for eight months. 


In September, 1910, he located at Bridger, in Carbon County, Montana, 
and on March 17, 1911 bought “The Bridger Times,” a newspaper which 
he edited and published as sole proprietor for many years and was a strong 
factor in moulding and influencing public opinion in Carbon County. He 
es a trenchant writer, and supported the principles of the Republican 
Party. 


He was a member of the Episcopal Church. 


Fraternally, he was a member of the Masons, also belonging to the 
Royal Arch, the Knights Templar and the Shrine, and the I. O. O. F. 


He served as a member of the House of Representatives in the Legis- 
lative Assemblies of the State of Montana, of 1921 and 1923, and in the 
State Senate in 1925 and 1927. He also served as Alderman and Mayor 
of the Town of Bridger.

For nearly 
48 years he operated his ranch and stock interests, retiring only a few 


months before his death. 


A Democrat in politics, he became actively identified as such as soon 
as he established citizenship here. His first public service in Montana was 


as Superintendent of the State Reform School at Miles City, a position he 


filled three years with signal ability. 


It was as a Legislator that Burton White became best known to all. 
the people of Montana. First elected as a member of the House in the 


Fifteenth Assembly in 1917 and next as a member of the Senate in the 


Sixteenth Assembly in 1919, Mr. White sat in two regular sessions and one

special session in the Senate. Three times he was elected to the House 
where he took part in three regular sessions and two special sessions. His 
last appearance in the House was in the Twenty-fourth session.: 


Senator White was particularly fitted for Legislative work. An in- 
telligent and tireless reader he kept apace with current events. He knew 
the trend of affairs in the nation and none watched more closely the con- 
ditions in our own State. He loved a battle on the floor of the Assembly, 
but that battle ended when the Bill under consideration found its fate. 
It was this generous eonsideration for the rights of others which won for 
him the affectionate regard of every man or woman he contacted in his 
legislative work. None ever denied his sincereity of purpose and his in- 
tegrity was beyond cavil or question. Scores of times it was the delight 
of this Body, Mr. President, or of the Lower House to hear ‘Buffalo’ White 
in debate,—a rare privilege in itself. 


Burton C. White was a highly successful man, not in the accumu- 
lation of money, for such wealth is but a small part of the measure of 
success. His kindness and consideration for others drew to him a multi- 
tude of friends. The hospitality of his ranch and home, the good neighbor 
policy he followed toward others who lived in his community, his generos- 
ity to those in need, and his unfaltering optimism were his immeasurable 
treasures in the accumulations of a useful life. Let us add to these, Mr. 
President, the complete fulfillment of every obligation in his home and of 
his duties as a citizen of the Republic, and we have the story of a suc- 
cessful man. 


NOW THEREFORE, We, the members of the Montana Senate, ex- 
tend to the bereaved family our sincere sympathy, doing so with the 
earnest declaration that in the passing of the Honorable Burton C. White, 
Montana has lost a valuable and trusted servant, and they, his family, have 


‘suffered a loss we are unable to measure.

MEMORIAL NO. 6 


RESOLUTION TOUCHING ON THE LIFE AND DEATH OF 
CHARLES BEN LAMB 


WHEREAS, The members of the State Senate of the Twenty-sixth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, have learned with deep 
regret of the departure from this life, on March 18, 1937, of a very highly 
respected former employee of this Senate, Charles Ben Lamb, better known 
as Ben Lamb, the Journal Clerk. 


Ben was born in Big Timber, Montana, in 1896, and came to his 
death on March 13, 1937, in Los Angeles, California. He attended the pub- 
lic schools of Big Timber, Montana, and was a member of the State Cham- 
pionship Basketball team, which was the first and only time the Big Tim- 
ber High School has ever held the championship. Ben completed his educa- 
tion at the Wilson Business College of Seattle, Washington. On December 
11, 1917, he answered his Call to the Colors of the United States of America. 
He sailed for Europe on January 15, 1918, attached to the Chemical War- 
fare Service, and served in France for a period of approximately sixteen 
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months. He returned to this Country on May 10, 1919, and was discharged 
as a Sergeant, First Class, on May 29, 1919. 


Ben first came to the Legislature of the State of Montana, in 1928, 
serving in the House in the capacity of Secretary to the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
In 1925 he came to the Senate, serving as Pay Roll Clerk. In 1927 he be- 
came Assistant Journal Clerk, holding that position until 1931. Then he 
became Journal Clerk of this body, which position he held until the Twenty- 
fifth Legislative Assembly. 


In 1936 he was married to Constance H. Sewell, of Vancouver, British 
Columbia, and left for Honolulu, where he was with the Mona Seaside Hotel, 
until sickness compelled him to return to the United States. 


Ben had an unblemished reputation in Public Life, and was one of the 
most respected men ever to hold a position as an officer of this State 
Senate. Ben was a Mason and a member of the American Legion. 


He was buried at Big Timber, Montana, and may he rest in peace.

_WHEREAS, The present Highway Department has made purchases 
entirely out of reason for equipment and other supplies in relation to our 
present sources of revenue. 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED By the Senate of the Twenty-sixth 
Legislative Assembly, that a committee composed of five members of the 
Senate be appointed by the President of the Senate, to make and conduct 
such investigation as it may deem advisable within the purview hereof,

of the State of Montana to serve subpoenas issued by it; and said com- 
mittee shall be authorized to employ necessary aid in ascertaining the facts 
desired and to incur such expenses as may be necessary to properly make 
such investigation; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED BY THE SENATE, That said com- 
mittee be authorized to request the Attorney General of the State of Mon- 
tana for an Assistant Attorney General of the State of Montana to attend 
all hearings of the committee and render such assistance as may be proper 
in conducting such investigation; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That all items of expense be returned 
by said committee with its report, and that the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
Senate be, and he is hereby instructed and authorized to pay any and all 
sums necessarily incurred by said committee upon the presentation to him 
of a proper voucher signed by the chairman of said committee and the 
President of the Senate. 


As a substitute motion, duly seconded, Senator Campbell (Missoula), 
moved that Senate Resolution No. 2 be referred to a committee. 


Senator Mahoney spoke against the substitute motion, stating that he 
opposed the substitute motion and that he had certain evidence in support 
of the Resolution which he desired to present. 


His point was 
that discussion should be directed to the substitute motion and that evi- 
dence in support of the original Resolution was not then in order.

side, thirty lines of type to the page, but lines not numbered, and the bill 
shall be covered with blue manuscript cover, upon which is written in 
capital letters the number and title. One duplicate shall accompany the 
original through both houses, and to the governor, who shall, if approved, 
sign the original and one duplicate. The original bill will be filed with 
the secretary of state and the duplicate with the clerk of the supreme court. 
The second duplicate shall be retained by the chairman of the enrolling 
committee until the conclusion of the session, when it shall be filed with 
the secretary of state.”

of Schools; one County Surveyor; one Assessor; one Coroner; one Public 
Administrator. Persons elected to the different offices named in this sec- 
tion shall hold their respective offices for the term of four (4) years, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 


The County Attorneys and all elective township officers, must be 
elected at each general election as now provided by law. The officers men- 
tioned in this Act must take office on the first Monday of January next 
succeeding their election, except County Treasurer, whose term begins on 
the first Monday of March next succeeding his election. 


Vacancies in all county, township and precinct offices, except that of 
County Commissioners, shall be filled by appointment by the Board of 
County Commissioners, and the appointee shall hold his office until the 
next general election; provided, however, that the Board of County Com- 
missioners of any county may, in its discretion, consolidate any two or 
more of the within named offices and combine the powers and the duties 
of the said offices consolidated; however, the provisions hereof shall not 
be construed as allowing one (1) office incumbent to be entitled to the 
salaries and emoluments of two (2) or more offices; provided, further, 
that in consolidating county offices, the Board of County Commissioners 
shall, six (6) months prior to the general election held for the purpose of 
electing the aforesaid officers, make and enter an order combining any two 
(2) or more of the within named offices, and shall cause the said order to 
be published in a newspaper, published and circulated generally in said 
nts for a period of six (6) weeks next following the date of entry of 
said order.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE LIFE AND DEATH OF THE LATE 
HONORABLE JAMES B. GNOSE 


WHEREAS, in the wisdom of the Supreme Ruler of the Universe 
death has claimed from the field of activity the Honorable James B. Gnose, 
former member of the Senate of the State of Montana. 


James B. Gnose was born at Millhousen, Decatur County, Indiana on 
January 3, 1865 and died January 7, 1938. He attended the rural schools of 
Decatur County, was later a student at Moore’s Hill Cottage and was a 
graduate of the National Normal University at Lebanon, Ohio. 


Senator Gnose was an early settler in Montana; coming to Anaconda 
in 1888. In the period of his lifetime he followed the occupations of lum- 
berjack, school teacher, baker, merchant and banker. In politics he was a 
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| Republican and always took an active interest in party affairs. He served 
| as Alderman in the city of Anaconda. He served in the Montana State 
- Senate in the 15th and 16th Legislative Assemblies and while a member 
_ of the State Senate was a member of many important committees. He was 
’ a member of the Anaconda Lodge No, 239 Benevolent Order of Elks; The 
Anaconda Club and the Anaconda Country Club. Senator Gnose was never 
| married. He leaves to mourn his loss only a number of close friends and 
_ his brothers and sisters. 


The citizenship of Montana has lost one of its early builders and sub- 
stantial citizens; a man of prominence and influence in the State of Mon- 
tana.

pledging and setting aside of a sufficient amount of said excise tax on 
gasoline or motor fuel to pay the same from the State Highway Treasury 
Redemption Fund herein created; providing for the creating of a liability 
binding the State of Montana not to reduce the license tax on gasoline or 
motor fuel as the same now exists, being now five cents (5c) per gallon of 
gasoline purchased for use in propelling motor vehicles upon the high- 
ways of the State of Montana, until after the accrual of a sufficient amount 
of money in such Highway Treasury Redemption Fund to pay in full the 
principal and interest of such debentures lawfully issued under the author- 
ity hereof; and providing that no part of the gasoline excise tax mentioned 
be diverted to any other purpose than use for highway construction, bet- 
terment and maintenance; ‘approved at a State-wide election held Nov- 
ember 8, 1938; clarifying the Act by making more specific the manner in 
which the debentures shall be sold and the place and time of payment 
providing the form of debenture and form of interest coupon to be at- 
tached to such debenture; fixing date of issuance and maturity of deben- 
tures and the order of payment of both interest and principal; the means 
and method of call and registration of debentures and providing that the 
excise or license tax of five cents (5c) per gallon gasoline or motor fuels, 
or dealers or distributors, shall not be reduced; providing for a State High- 
way anticipation debenture interest and redemption fund deleting from 
Section 4 of said Act the provision that the proceeds set aside are appro- 
priated for the purpose as set forth in the Act; and adding to Section 9 a 
proviso to the effect that all covenants in the debentures shall be for the 
equal protection and benefit of holders, and all debentures and coupons 
shall be of equal rank; repealing all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the terms hereof and declaring an emergency.” Referred to Committee 
on Roads and Highways.

SENATE MEMORIAL NO. 10 


Senate Memorial on the death of the late Judge Montgomery H. 
Parker, former member of this body, from Jefferson County. 


WHEREAS, in the wisdom of the Supreme Ruler of the Universe, 
death has claimed from the field of activity the Honorable Montgomery 
H. Parker, former member of the Senate of the State of Montana, who 
was a prominent leader in legal and fraternal circles of Montana for fifty 
years, we deem it meet to pause in our deliberations and eulogize his 
memory. 


Judge Parker was born September 15, 1855, in Fayette County, Ken- 
tucky and died April 18, 1938, in Helena, Montana. He attended, and was a 
graduate of the University of Kentucky, with the class of 1880, and_re- 
ceived his degree in law. He was admitted to practice that year in Ken- 
tucky, and, upon coming to Montana, was admitted to practice law in 
this state in 1880. His first home in Montana was at Townsend, where he 
taught school for two years. He moved to Radersburg where he followed 
the practice of law for five years. In 1887 he made his home in Boulder 
Where he spent the remaining fifty-one vears of his life. He served as 
County Attorney for five years and in 1889 was elected District Judge of 
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the Fifth Judicial District. He served in splendid manner for two four- 
year terms, retiring to private practice in 1904. He was elected State Sena- 
tor from Jefferson County in 1915, and served in the 14th, 15th, 16th and 
17th Legislative Sessions. Judge Parker retired from active service in 
1936 because of advanced age. Taking an intense interest in affairs of the 
Masonic Lodge he received the fifty year certificate and badge presented 
by the Grand Lodge of Montana. He served his community, county, dis- 
trict and State in an unselfish and honorable manner, and left an enviable 
record of a faithful public servant. 


NOW, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, by the Senate of the State of 
Montana, that the members of the Senate of the State of Montana ex- 
press this tribute of esteem, remembrance and respect to the memory of 
the Honorable Montgomery H. Parker and extend to his son and daugh- 
ter sincere sympathy in their bereavement for the great loss they have 
sustained.

WHEREAS, With the Stars and Stripes as its emblem the United 
States Flag Association, a non-profit, non-partisan and non-sectarian or- 
ganization incorporated under Federal law and headed by the President 
of the United States as Honorary President General, is, with the coopera- 
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tion of various groups, organizations and fields of activity in our National 
life, conducting a National Patriotic Revival, culminating in FLAG WEEK, 
June 8th to 14th next, for the two-fold purpose (1) of awakening our 
people to the dangers threatening our National life, thereby causing them 
to resolve as never before to uphold and preserve our Country’s ideals 
and institutions, and (2) of promoting National Unity, Patriotic Coopera- 
tion and Racial and Religious Tolerance; therefore, be it

Your memorialists, the Members of the Senate of the Twenty-sixth 
BE lative Assembly of the State of ae respectfully represent as 
ollows: 
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WHEREAS, The President and Congress appreciate that the mining 
of precious metals is one of the basic industries of the Nation, and one of 
the main sources of ‘employment throughout the western part of the 
United States, and have set up an agency for the loaning of funds through 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to legitimate mining enterprises 
in order that production may be stimulated and labor unemployment de- 
creased; and 


WHEREAS, that a mining division of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has been created for the purpose of making loans to legitimate 
enterprises where there is ample security for the same, and has represented 
to the public that said loans are available; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Montana, one of the leading Quartz mining 
States of the Nation, was granted loans of only Forty-three Thousand 
($43,000.00) Dollars for quartz mining for approximately the first three 
years of operation of said mining division; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Idaho, also richly endowed with mineral re- 
sources, was not granted a single loan for quartz mining during a like 
period; and 


WHEREAS, the Supervisor in charge of the mining division has 
taken an antagonistic and unreasonable attitude in the matter of granting 
loans as evidenced by the statements heretofore made and that certain of 
the examiners assume a most unfriendly attitude toward mining; and 


WHEREAS, we believe it was the intention of the Honorable Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and the Congress of the United States to assist worthy quartz 
mining enterprises. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Congress of the 


United States and the members of Congress from Montana, and the Honor- 


able Jessie Jones, Chairman of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation . 


are petitioned to investigate the affairs of the Mining Division as related 
to quartz loans, particularly as to changing the personnel of the depart- 
ment heads and removing unfair examiners, and liberizing the regulations 
of the division; and

Court of said county in accordance with the provisions of this Act and 
said Chapter 264. Should such complaint be filed by the County Attorney 
upon his own motion, or at said request of said Commissioner of Labor, the 
same shall pray that relief be had against the employer for the greater 
security for the payment of salaries and wages of the employees; pro- 
vided, however, that any such employees may make complaint direct to 
the County Attorney relative to any violation of this Act or of said Chap- 
ter 264.

Thereafter all 
members of the Rules Committee of the Senate, namely: Senators Camp- 
bell (Missoula), Plank and Haight, spoke in support of the question so 
raised affecting’ the Senate collectively and stated that they, the Commit- 
tee on Rules, had taken no action and had received no official communi- 
cation requesting the Committee to take any action for the purpose of 
suspending any rule or rules of the Senate governing the transmittal of 
bills or measures from the House. 


Each member of the Rules Committee stated that he had been con- 
sulted by an individual House member, who was apparently acting upon 
his own responsibility and without authority to represent the House of 
Representatives, soliciting the Rules Committee to approve an extension 
of time for transmittal of bills from the House to the Senate, but in view 
of the fact there was no measure or measures in the Senate which had 
been favorably acted upon by the House and which required any action 
on the part of the Senate, the Rules Committee was of the opinion that 
there was nothing for the Committee to consider and no reason for taking 
any action at this time.

SENATE MEMORIAL NO. 12 
Introduced by Committee on Roads and Highways. 


A Memorial urging the Congress of the United States to cause a com- 
pletion of the Lewis and Clark Highway. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled: 


We, your memorialists, the Senate of the Twenty-sixth Legislative As- 
sembly of the State of Montana, respectfully represent that: 


WHEREAS, there exists within the Pacific Northwest a condition of 
economic distress which has caused wide-spread unemployment creating’ 
much suffering and want of necessities of life among a great many of the 
people of said area, and 


WHEREAS, the Pacific Northwest is without proper military pro- 
tection in that said section is wholly cut off from the East by the Bitter 
Root mountains with only one passage through said range from the Canadian 
border to Bannack Pass, a distance of some 800 miles, and 


WHEREAS, it has become the public policy as well as the urgent need 
of the United States to take affirmative steps to relieve the conditions 
aforesaid, and 


WHEREAS, the Lewis and Clark Highway follows a low elevation 
water grade from Portland, Oregon, across the States of Oregon, Wash- 
ington and Idaho, through the Lolo Pass, the lowest pass in the Bitter Root 
range and which is centrally located, to Missoula, Montana, and will pro- 
vide an adequate military and commercial route which is so badly needed, 
and 


WHEREAS, the Lewis and Clark Highway has been completed with 
the exception of only 50 miles which lies wholly within the National For- 
ests of Idaho and appropriations for forest roads in national forests, which 
in Idaho cover 34,000,000 of its total 53,000,000 acres, are inadequate to 
provide for completion of said highway from that source, and 


WHEREAS, these National Forests are of the largest most beautiful,

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following communication from the Governor was received and 
read: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the Twenty-sixth Legisla- 
tive Assembly: 


As you near the completion of your labors for the present session, I 
am taking the liberty of directing your attention to certain matters which 
I believe are of highest importance to the people of our State. 


In my message, delivered at the beginning of your deliberations, I 
pointed out that the constitution of Montana specifically prohibits appro- 
priations in excess of the anticipated revenues for the biennium for which 
said appropriations are made, I feel that the members of this Assembly, 
as well as myself, are desirous of complying faithfully with this consti- 
tutional provision. 


I find, however, that the total sum of money sought to be appropriated 
by bills now pending before the Assembly greatly exceed the most care- 
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fully estimates of the State’s revenues for the coming biennium. Drastic 
reductions must be made if the balance enjoined by the constitution is to 
be maintained. 


After carefully considering the situation, it may be seen that the 
proposed increases over the preceding biennium which will throw the budget 
out of balance in a sum for the next biennium of more than one million, 
four hundred thousand dollars are those made in the measures for public 
welfare and water conservation. 


I know we are all of one mind in so far as our desire and determina- 
tion to provide adequate aid and relief for our aged, unfortunate and unem- 
ployed are concerned. However, in view of the fact that many of our 
unemployed will be brought under the provisions of the Unemployment 
Compensation Law at the beginning of the next fiscal year and that there 
will be substantial increase in employment by reason of an enlarged high- 
way construction program made possible by the sale of highway deben- 
tures, it is my judgment that a substantial portion of the relief load will 
be absorbed. 


No Bill before you and no amendment has for its object, or strives 
to reduce any of the present relief standards; on the other hand, your | 
efforts have been to increase them. These efforts have been sincere and 
laudable and I commend you therefor; but, Ladies and Gentlemen of this 
Assembly, just how can we stretch one dollar into two? 


It is a source of keenest disappointment to me, as I know it is to the 
members of this Assembly, that a greatly expanded water conservation 
program cannot be inaugurated with the beginning of the coming bienni- 
um. That was to be made possible, however, by some substantial increase 
in the State’s revenues. The Assembly, with proper and commendable 
regard for the welfare of the taxpayers of the State, have found it im- 
possible to discover acceptable new sources of revenue without increasing 
our already too heavy burdens. This being the case, there appears no 
other alternative than to continue our water conservation program at the 
present level. 


Only by taking this action on these measures which carry major ex- 
penditures of the state government will it be possible to fulfill our consti- 
tutional obligation to match expenditures with estimated revenue. 


I regret, and I am sure that you all regret this condition, but we must 
meet conditions as conditions exist,—actual physical cloth must be cut 
according to the pattern and if the pattern overlaps and there is no more 
cloth, then the pattern must be adjusted to fit the existing cloth.

Your House Committee readily accepted the Senate reduction in the 
total appropriation under this bill for the reason that we have definite in- 
formation that the Welfare Commission has now on deposit with the State 
Treasurer the sum of $146,000.00 of which you will note is appropriated 
under Section three of this bill and is, therefore, made available to be 
deposited for the various purposes enumerated under the bill. 


Furthermore, in Section Three of this bill you will note that amounts 
due the Welfare Department from the various counties are also appro- 
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priated. We are told that this amount is approximately $250,000.00 and 
that in the period covered by the appropriation it is possible that 43% 
of that amount will be collected or approximately $107,500.00. 


It is the opinion of this Committee that the appropriation made under 
this bill is ample to take care of the needs of the Welfare Department.

J. E. KANOUSE

WHEREAS: In the wisdom of the Supreme Ruler of the Universe death 
has claimed from the field of activity the Honorable J. E. Kanouse, former 
member of the House of the State of Montana, and was a member of the 
Convention that framed the Constitution of the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS: J. E. Kanouse was born December 1, 1845, at Woodstock, 
New Jersey. He enlisted in the Union Army as a member of the Eleventh 
Illinois Cavalry under R. C. Ingersoll, at McLean County, Illinois, in 1859. 
He was in one of General Sherman’s raids down through the Mississippi 
Valley to Meridian and back to the Tennessee border against General Price 
and Van Dorn and mustered out in 1864 after three full years of service. 
In 1900 he was admitted to the bar and practised law at Townsend, Mon- 
tana, as a member of the firm of Kanouse and Schmitz. He was also in- 
terested in mining, farming, and was president of the Townsend State 
Bank from 1899 until 1905. He was a democrat. He served as engrossing 
clerk of the House during the ninth session of the Territorial Assembly at 
Helena, in 1876; during the eleventh session of the Territorial Assembly at 
Helena, in 1879 he served as chief clerk of the House; during the eleventh 
extraordinary session of the Territorial Assembly in 1879 he served as 
chief clerk of the House; during the twelfth session of the Territorial As- 
sembly in 1881 he served as chief clerk of the House; during the thirteenth 
session of the Territorial Assembly in 1883 he was a member of the House; 
and during the fifteenth session of the Territorial Assembly in 1887 he was 
a member of the House from Fergus and Meagher Counties. He died on 
September 21, 1987, at Townsend, Montana. He was a resident of the State 
of Montana from 1865 until his death. He was married and had one son.
